WHEN we talk about the nerd 
for a well-balanced diet in the 
maintenance of health, many peo­ 
ple scoff at the idea. They point to 
their grandparents who ate just 
about what they wanted, with little 
regard or idea as to what made up 
the proper diet and, nevertheless, 
they maintained a fairly good 
state of health. 
This is explained by the change 
which has occurred in food habits. 
Our grandparents ate coarse, un­ 
refined 
foods 
which 
contained 
most, if not all. of the food part* 
which we now know are necessary. 
The im provem ent in knowledge 
of diet has had one good result, as 
dem onstrated by a drop in the 
death rate from pellagra. Pellagra 
is a disease which is believed to be 
due to a lack of niacin which it a 
p art of the vitamin B-complex. 
In pellagra there is a skin rash, 
loss of w eight and strength, poor 
appetite, nervous symptoms and 
diarrhea. 
According to Doctor Roe E. 
Remington 
of 
South 
Carolina, 
there wa* a 77 per cent decrease in 
the number of deaths from pel­ 
lagra between 1928 and 1940 in 
the United States. 
It would appear th at a nut .ber 
of factors have played a part in 
this decrease. 
In many states dried brew er’.- 
yeast is distributed to person* who 
may be subject to pellagra. Brew. 
er a yeast contains large quanti­ 
ties of niacin. Another factor ha- 
been the promotion of gardening, 
many persons having access to 


fresh vegetables containing niacin, 
which they form erly did not use. 
A third factor was the education 
of persons in the knowledge of 
what constitutes a balanced diet. 
If the pellagra death rate is used 
as a guide to the state of nutrition 
of per ens in this country, it would 
appear that much has been accom­ 
plished in the last 25 years to im­ 
prove th*- eating habits of the gen­ 
eral public. 
We have long m aintained th at 
the proper way to get all of the 
nece<-ary food p arts is by eating 
a well-balanced diet and not by 
supplem enting a poor diet with 
various vitam in and m ineral prep­ 
arations. It is not difficult, even in 
these days <>( food shortages and 
rationing, to eat a well-balanced 
diet. Ii requires fru its and vege­ 
tables, either fre*h or canned, of 
which th*.re is an abundance. It 
also requires some meat, milk, eggs 
and cheese. Cereal- and bread, pre­ 
ferably of the whole gram s, should 
be included because of their niacin 
content. B utter, to supply fat, and 
fat-soluble vitam ins or sim ilar oily 
substances which furnish these 
vitam ins, should be used daily. 
To help persons in following th# 
physician's advice in th** planning 
of a well-balanced diet, I have out­ 
lined several such diets and shall 
be glad to send these suggestions 
to all who will w rite me encl «*ing 
a large, self-addressed, stam ped 
envelope. Names will not be used. 
For your health’s sake keep your 
diet well-balanced.
